“The padre spoke in the British 
House of Commons upon the Pal¬ 
estine situation and stressed the 
importance of the men’s welfare 
under the conditions of active 
service. This was followed In 1936 
by a visit to the Colonial Secre¬ 
tary, Malcolm MacDonald, when 
again the opportunity was his 
to support the fighting men.

Over the whole of District 18, 
some 6,500 miners are affected. 
The agreement provides for the 
same wage scale as in 1952, and 
an increase of five cents per 
mined ton of coal to the welfare 
and retirement fund. 

If later returns follow the early 
trend, it will be the first time In 
20 years that the members of 
District 18, United Mine Workers 
of America Ind. have rejected a 
major agreement concluded by 
the leadership. 

Results from about 35 mines in 
the Blairmore, Drumheller and 
Michel, B.C. areas showed at 11 
a.m. 1,801 votes rejecting the 
agreement and 1,280 for it. The 
final result wlll|be decided by a 
straight numerical majority of 
all the men concerned. 


Southern Alberta and South¬ 
eastern British Columbia coal 
miners Friday voted against 
an arbitration agreement reach¬ 
ed last week by the executive of 
District 18, United Mine Workers 
of America, and the Coal Oper¬ 
ators’ Association of Western 
Canada. 

The results here show a trend 
that it is believed will be follow¬ 
ed all over the province. The 
-provincial government will sup¬ 
ervise any strike votes called by 
the union in the locals where 
the proposed contract was turn¬ 
ed down. 

Throughout the whole district, 
only Fernie, B.C., and Coleman 
agreed to the contract. Leth¬ 
bridge, Shaughnessy, Bellevue, 
Blairmore and Michel miners 
turned the contract down. 

Of 2,745 ballots cast-not in¬ 
cluding spoiled ballots — the 
above towns went 1,576 against 
the contract and 1,188 for it.

Verdict-Car Accident - Weddings

WED IN COLEMAN 

Of interest to friends in Cole¬ 
man is the early May weddng in 
Coleman when Rina Rinaldi, RN, 
became the bride of Mr. Douglas 
Frederick Folkins of Medicine 
Hat. The bride is the daughter 
of Mr. and Mrs. John Rinaldi of 
Coleman and the groom is the 
son of Mr. and Mrs. C. R. Folkins 
of Medicine Hat and the grand¬ 
son of Mr.. F. W. Bennett, old 
time resident of Lethbridge. 

The wedding was held in St. 
Alban’s Anglican church in Cole¬ 
man with Rev. Harry Moss of¬ 
ficiating. 

The bride was attended by the 
groom’s sister, Miss Jean Folkins 
and Mr. Bruno Rinaldi, brother 
of the bride was best man. 

Following the wedding cere¬ 
mony a reception was held at the 
home of the bride. Rev. Moss 
proposed the toast to the bride.

An open verdict was handed 
down by a coroner’s jury on Fri¬ 
day evening, Investigating the 
death of David Watson Miller, 
Tent Mountain strip mine em¬ 
ployee. 

Mr. Miller, a passenger in the 
left rear seat of an automobile 
driven by Fred Malakoff of Cole¬ 
man, was fatally injured May 19 
when the car collided with a 
truck, about three miles east of 
Burmls on Highway No. 3. Six 
others involved In the crash es¬ 
caped with relatively minor in¬ 
juries. 

Joseph Masianica, driving the 
truck to Coleman from Calgary, 
testified he saw the car ap¬ 
proaching, wtti lights dimmed. 
The" car swung to the right of 
the highway, he said, and then 
swung back into the truck. 

Mr. Malakoff said he didn’t 
know what caused the accident. 
He believed he had been on his 
own side of the highway. 

He said he had “a couple of 
beers” that afternoon, two In the 
Crow’s Nest Hotjel in the ‘early 
evening, and 1% glasses in the 
Greenhi% Hotel in Blairmore 
about 9.30.” The accident occur¬ 
red about 10.30. He said also he 
and Alfonse Gawernig of Cole¬ 
man had purchased a case of 
beer in the Greenhill. They went 
to Bellevue, where they met some 
people, and then started for a 
dance at Lundbreck. 

Car Taken 

Joe Bredeau of Bellevue, own¬ 
er of the car, said it had been 
taken without his permission, 
and he didn’t hear anything 
about it until the day after the 
accident. 

Const. Harvey Pinnock of the 
Blairmore RCMP testified he 
found a sealed case of beer in the 
car after the accident. Mr. Gaw¬ 
ernig said “there had been a 
little drinking going on.” 

Cause of death was given by 
Dr. Fred Russell of Blairmore, 
who performed the autopsy, as 
severe shock, hemorrahage, rup¬ 
tured left lung, ruptured left 
Kidney and fractured left femur. 

Const. Bob Heembrock of the 
RCMP explained the accident 
scene. Const Ivor Jepson gave 
measurements taken at the 
scene. Vern Decoux of Blairmore 
showed pictures taken after the 
accident. 

Dr. Alfred Miltins of Bellevue, 
who was at the scene of the ac¬ 
cident, said he had recommend¬ 
ed Mr. Miller be rushed’ to hos¬ 
pital by ambulance. The victim 
passed away in the Crows Nest 
Pas Municipal Hospital. 

Dr. Miltins also said one of the 
passengers was “very drunk” 
later evidence revealed the pas¬ 
senger had been picked 'up In 
Bellevue on the way to the dance 

Other passengers in the car, 
all testified they did not know 


what happened to cause the ac¬ 
cident. 

Bert Stan Kingston of Fort 
Macleod, who was driving behind 
the car, said it was travelling 
about 50 miles per hour. He no¬ 
ticed nothing wrong with the car 
prior to the accident. 

Coroner was Dr. E. J. Liesemer 
of Coleman, J. Harper Prowse 
Q. C., of Lethbridge, represented 
the attorney-general’s dept.

More Births, Deaths, 
Marriages In Canada 

Continuing the trend of the last 
few months of 1952, births registered 
in Canada in January this year 
creased 11 per cent, as compared 
with the corresponding month last 
year. There were increased regis¬ 
trations in all provinces except 
Prince Edward Island and New 
Brunswick. 

Deaths in January were almost 
four per cent, higher than a year 
ago, with increases in Newfoundland, 
Quebec, Ontario, Manitoba and Sask¬ 
atchewan, and declines in the other 
provinces. On the whole there 
no abnormal increase in mortality 
during!the winter months. 

Mariqages increased 13 per cent, in 
number'in January as compared with 
the same'xmonth last year. Increases 
were registered for all provinces 
cept New Brunswick, Manitoba and 
British Columbia. 

Births in Canada in January num¬ 
bered 32,897 as compared with 29,612 
a year ago; deaths, 11,500 compared 
with 11,088; and marriages, 5,722 
compared with 5,054. 


Ringworm Disease 
To Be Investigated 
By Scientists 

OTTAWA.—A disease common 
’ural areas, suppurative ringworm 
contracted from cattle, is to be 
vestigated by scientists at the Uni¬ 
versity of Manitoba, Winnipeg, with 
the financial support of a federal 
health grant, Hon. Paul Martin, min¬ 
ister of National Health and Welfare, 
announced here. 

The study will be carried opt by 
Dr. J. C. Wilt, chairman of the de¬ 
partment of bacteriology, and Dr. A. 
R. Birt, lecturer in dermatology 
sisted by Miss E. Hirst, all from the 
staff of the University of Manitoba’ 
medical college. 

They hope to discover new facts 
about the origin of this disease and 
thus to improve treatment proce¬ 
dures and perhaps to devise means 
of controlling its spread, the federal, 
health minister stated. 

The research includes collection of 
test material from patients for micro¬ 
scopic and cultural studies to deter¬ 
mine the fungi causing the disease 
and studies of barn dust and soil 
from the patient’s farm to see if the 
reservoir of infection can be discov¬ 
ered and control measures instituted. 
Studies will be undertaken to ascer¬ 
tain whether or not treatment with 
the new antibiotics is effective. 

The study, which will last for from 

le to two years, will be carried out 
at the Winnipeg General Hospital, 
the Children’s Hospital and with the 
co-operation of general practitioners 
in rural Manitoba. The federal grant 
to cover cost of the research 
current year is $1,900.00. 


R.C.M.P* Musical Ride 
Has Leng hty History

OTTAWA.—The lamed R.C.M.P. musical ric^e, to be performed 
at the Royal Tournament in London alter the Coronation of the 
Queen, has a history almost as old as Canada. It was in the days 
of gun-totin’ outlaws, cattle rustlers and wild, untrusting Indians 
that the unique precision drill of men and horses was born. It 
was started by the Northwest Mounted Police, a tough, pioneer¬ 
ing police force that helped to bring law and order to the unruly 
West.

Inspector William Dick of Leth¬ 
bridge, Alta., who helped revive the 
ride after the Second World War, 
recalls an old diary which tells part 
of the story. 

’’There’s an item in this diary 
which tells of an order issued in De¬ 
cember, 1874, to a Sergeant-Major 
Belcher, instructing him to prepare 
two musical rides, one with lances 
and the other with swords,” says In¬ 
spector Dick. 

That order, seven years after Con¬ 
federation, was issued at a remote 
Prairie settlement, “Pile of Bones 
Creek” now the thriving city of Re¬ 
gina. 

Since then the fame of the “musi¬ 
cal ride” has spread! far and wide. 
Now the ride will be presented for 
the first time overseas before a reign¬ 
ing monarch. The Royal Tourna¬ 
ment will be held June 10-19. 

King George and Queen Elizabeth 
saw it in Regina during the 1939 
royal tour. A miniature ride was 
held for Queen Elizabeth when she 
visited Canada in 1951 with the Duke 
of Edinburgh.

Traffic Accidents Up 
In Saskatchewan 

REGINA.—During the first quar¬ 
ter of 1953, the number of traffic ac¬ 
cidents in Saskatchewan increased 
by 49 per cent, and the amount of 
damage by 62 per cent., despite the 
fact that total mileage was up only 
30 per cent., according to Saskatche¬ 
wan highway traffic board figures. 

In March this year six people were 
killed; three times as many as the 
toll last March. Number df fatali¬ 
ties for the first three months, how¬ 
ever was only one more than in the 
corresponding quarter of 1952. A to¬ 
tal of 444 people were'injured, an in- 
erfease of 20 per cent, over the first 
quarter last year. 

Police estimate that property dam¬ 
age during the period cost $754,000, 
and by June, if it follows the pattern 
set last year it is likely to be well 
over a million dollars.

The traffic board’s figures show 
that the worst hours of the week for 
driving come on Monday, Thursday 
and Saturday, with the hours from 
five to eight on Saturday afternoon 
being the worst time of the week 
for traffic accidents.

Which Eye Is Your Sighting Eye? * 

When we are looking at something 
we automatically line it up with 
either one of our eyes. This eye does 
the work of sighting or aiming our 
vision. For example when a base¬ 
ball is thrown at us one of our eyes 
does the job of lining it up. Both 
eyes are in use at this time but only 
the one that nature intended to do 
that particular job is “sighting” the 
ball. It is very important that a 
ball player find out for sure which 
qf his eyes is the one he "sights” or 
lines up with because if he is a right 
handed hitter and his sighting eye is 
his right one, he will have to make 
sure he turns his face squarely to¬ 
ward. the pitcher during his batting 
stance so that his sighting eye can 
come into play. If he doesn’t turn 
his head in this way, he would prob¬ 
ably not get as good a view of the 
ball as he should and his hitting, of 
course, would suffer. 

Here is a test that you can use to 
find out which of your eyes does the 
sighting for you. Reach out with an 
arm and point with your index finger 
toward an object 15 to 20 feet away, 
keeping both eyes open as you get 
your index finger pointing directly at 
this object. Then, when you have 
lined it up, close one eye and .take 
a look. Then close the other eye and 
take a look. You will find that when 
you close one of your eyes your 
finger remains pointed at the target 
but'when you close the other eye 
you will find that you are far from 
lining up the target, sojnetimes being 
as much as 5 or 6 inches off the 
mark, Remember, make this test 
right away and find out which of 
your eyes is your “sighting” eye and 
then make sure you give it a perfect 
view of the ball wheh you are up at 
the plate. This is one sure way to 
improve your hitting. 


For Amateur Gardeners 


SPREAD THEM OUT 

It wi(l be 


, -istake to plant all the seed at the same .time. In both 

vegetables and flowers one should aim at a succession of crops or 
bloom. With quick maturing things like beans, radish, spinach, let¬ 
tuce, carrots and so on the best plan, is to make successive sowings 
two weeks apart right up to early July. This will bring on a con¬ 
tinuous supply of vegetables in the very prime of condition. With 
flowers, a certain amount, of succession is possible, especially with 
those which normally are in bloom within six to ten weeks after 
planting. Many people make it a practice to save a little of the seed 
in each packet, then plant this a few weeks later. In this way we 
also have some protection against a very late frost, or flood or other 
damage which may destroy the first sowing. 

WATCH FOR BUGS 

Even.with bugs and insects around, and there are few places in Can¬ 
ada where these enemies are not lurking, it is possible to grow the 
.finest of flowers and vegetables, if one i§ reasonably on guard. For 
every pest, fortunately, there is a control or cure. The main thing 
is to get this control operating at the very first sign of attack. Care¬ 
ful gardeners will examine any damage like wilted or partially de¬ 
stroyed or eaten leaves, will regard with suspicion any sudden check. 
Careful gardeners will also supply themselves with some sort of a 
duster or sprayer and the proper materials to go with them. There 
is all sorts of equipment available, and for the small garden it is not 
' necessary to spend more than a dollar or two. There are also spe¬ 
cific dusts and sprays ready mixed for use. 

As a general rule, insects that eat the foliage are. attacked with a 
poison such as DDT, arsenate of lead, etc., While those' that suck out 
the juices like aphids and other plant lice are controlled with prepara¬ 
tions incorporating nicotine or tobacco solutions, lime, sulphur or 
special soap. Finely ground sulphur dust is an excellent preventive 
for diseases like rust. Above all it should be remembered that a 
healthy, well-cultivated, well-fertililed garden is the first and main 
defense. If plants are left unthinned and surrounded with weeds, if 
the soil is poor and growth spindly and weak we have an ideal spot 
for pests to flourish. 

KEEP A RECORD 

It’s an excellent idea to keep a note-book and list certain jobs we 
are going to do for sure next year. We should also jot down such 
items as color and season of bloom, height, resistance to disease and 
drought and, of course, the name of any flower or shrub we see grow¬ 
ing in a neighbour's garden that we hope to have in our own. 

With certain lines of nursery stock, most shrubs, trees, vines, etc., 
one can buy and plant in the fall just as well as next spring. By 
doing this we get these established earlier and save time for other 
tasks next year.

Chicks have an inquisitive nature 
and any contrast made by one bit of 
colour against another calls for in¬ 
vestigation apparently to see if the 
object is good to eat. Such a condi¬ 
tion occurs at the time when the first 
feathers are not quite fully formed 
and the new quill shows up against 
the pink skin. Starting with a speck 
of blood, the injury becomes progres¬ 
sively worse with the attention it 
attracts. In cases where picking ap¬ 
pears to be getting out of hand it 
can often be checked by tacking red 
tissue paper over the windows. The j 
reddish glow within the building neu¬ 
tralizes other red colours and the | 
contrast made by blood or wounds 
against feathers is greatly reduced. 
Newspapers over the windows and 
red electric bulbs- produce the same 
effect. After a few days of this 
treatment ordinary light may 
gradually admitted. 

An important point in the cor 
of picking among chicks is a re 
ness to apply remedies promptly. It 
is also advisable, even after an out¬ 
break has been stopped, to look in 
on the flock a little more frequently 
in order to prevent further outbreaks 
from getting started.
